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KREMLIN GAINS CONTROL OF 
U.S. RUSSIAN CHURCHES 


In the past two WEEKLY CRUSADERS we have been exposing Communist influence in American 
Churches. We showed in issue No. 37 how Communism and Christianity are in no way compatible. This 
runs contrary to the thinking of some confused and liberal clergymen who have lost their spiritual 
perspective and who view Christianity as a sort of philosophy to be compared with other religions or 
ideologies. 











Last week’s WEEKLY CRUSADER exposed some of the anti-American pronouncements emanat- 
ing from the Methodist Church through their booklet “Methodists Speak On Christian Social Concerns.” 


In this issue we will show how Moscow is using the religious issue to its own advantage right 
here in the United States. To do so, it has been aided by a radical decision of our extreme left-wing Su- 
preme Court. 


The Economic Council Letter of July 15, 1960 outlined the way through which the Communists 
can take over the Russian churches in America. It said: 


“Of all the aid and comfort given to Communists by agencies of the federal government, none 
is more fundamental than what may follow the action of the Supreme Court of the United States on 
June 6, 1960, in the case of Kreshik v. St. Nicholas Cathedral. Its order involved the right to use 
and occpancy of St. Nicholas Cathedral on 97th Street in New York by the appointee of the Patriarch 
of Moscow as against use and occupancy by a corporation formed in the State of New York under the 
Religious Corporations Law by members of that Church. The order may involve much more because 
there are 367 other churches under the Russian Orthodox Catholic Church, of which St. Nicholas Ca- 
thedral in New York is the cornerstone. As the Cathedral goes, so will go the others. Although distrib- 
uted generally throughout the United States, Canada, and Alaska, these other Russian Churches are for 
the most part located in strategic industrial centers. 


“.. This is access by the Kremlin to a made to order mechanism by which it 
can develop a basic moral and spiritual apparatus for continued infiltration, undermin- 
ing, and control of the constitutional Republic of the United States through church 
channels in parallel with its efforts through political parties, government, education, etc. 










“. . . What is really at issue in these proceedings 
is whether the way shall be opened legally and perma- 
nently for use of 367 Russian Orthodox Churches in 
America as instruments of the policy of a foreign state 
which proclaims its intentions to destroy the United 
States. From this it follows that it also involves estab- 
lishing a legal basis for the appointment of Moscow 
agents to use and occupy the 367 churches, regardless 
of the wishes of the members of the churches or the 
American Corporations holding title to the church 
property in those cases where such corporations exist. 
The Supreme Court recognizes the right of the local 
religious corporation in the New York case to hold 
title to the church property. But it denies the owning 
corporation jurisdiction over the use and occupancy of 
the property, and leaves it to agents appointed by the 
Patriarch of Moscow under the direction of the Krem- 
lin.” 


The above mentioned decision was made in spite 
of the fact that the Russian churches held a convention 
in Detroit in 1924 and voted themselves independent 
of Moscow. The vote was almost unanimous. Those 
in attendance consisted of both clergy and laymen and 
they acted on order from the then Patriarch of Moscow 
who directed the American churches to establish them- 
selves as independent until order could be restored in 
Russia. The vote of the Detroit convention was in 
accordance with this order but was conditional in that 
the policy adopted was to continue “until such time as 
the Patriarch in Moscow shall be a free agent.” 


Of course, if the day ever comes that the Patriarch 
in Moscow is a free agent, it will mean that Commun- 
ism has been overthrown. The Patriarch in Moscow 
is unquestionably a Communist agent appointed for 
the express purpose of utilizing the Orthodox Church 
for the benefit of the International Communist con- 


spiracy. 
RUSSIAN CHURCHES EXPOSED 


In a Special Letter dated July 13, 1960, Interna- 
tional Services of Information wrote the following con- 
cerning the Russian Orthodox Church and those who 
run it: 


“The Russian Orthodox Church in the Soviet Union 
is no longer the Russian Orthodox Church. It is the 
Soviet Orthodox Church; that is why congregations and 
parishes outside the grasp of the Communist Secret 
Police formed religious corporations under the laws of 
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the countries in which they were established to hold — 
not only the property — but the faith. 


“The Soviet Orthodox clergy retains all the para- 
phernalia — beards, hats, robes, chains, crosses, etc. — 
profusely worn by Soviet ‘Orthodox’ church ‘dignitaries’ 
pretending to the high, but deceitful ranks of Archiman- 
drites, Bishops, Metropolitans and Patriarchs. 


“Robe, beard and episcopal crown — all — are a 
grotesque camouflage used by the Soviet State officials 
directly controlled by the Ministry of the Interior and 
its Secret Police. 


“Soviet Orthodox administration — no matter 
whether the official wears beard and robe — is a Com- 
munist State Administration, no different in quality — 
and authority than, say, the Chief Directorate of the 
Northern Sea Route or the State Planning Committee. 

“It must be held firmly in mind that the 
Soviet Orthodox Church is entirely, utterly, and 
absolutely at the service of the Soviet Govern- 
ment and will execute and follow every directive 
received from the Communist Party through the 
Soviet Government. 

“There is no comparison with amy church prelate 
or priest in the West. The nearest you have is the 
‘Red Dean’ of Canterbury and some other foolish priests 
who willingly or inadvertently follow the Soviet line. 
In the U.S.S.R. there is mo church freedom . . . All 
must toe the Communist line without exception though, 
under State supervision, they may cover Communist 
concepts with ‘Christian’ formulae. 


“It (the Supreme Court decision) is an extraordin- 
ary situation, in which the Soviet Government is being 
handed an executive power over the Orthodox Church 
in the United States and what a coincidence that 
the power to establish subversive espionage and sabo- 
tage centers inside religious institutions is given your 
sworn enemies at the precise moment when the same 
Soviet Government leads a furious anti-American poli- 
cy and propaganda.” 

A PRODUCT OF WORLD COUNCIL 


During April 1961, newspapers reported that the 
Russian Orthodox Church (that is, the one in the 
Kremlin under the complete control of the Communist 
State) had applied for membership in the World Coun- 
cil of Churches. This announcement was said to culmi- 
nate years of negotiation and would bring on new 
working relationships between Christian leaders of the 
West and those of the Soviet Union. 


Dr. J. Frederick Nolde, of Philadelphia, who is 
classified by the U.S. World Council of Churches mem- 
bers as an international affairs expert, said that partici- 
pation of the Russian Orthodox Church in the World 
Council would be a “good thing” for the cause of peace, 
freedom, and justice. National and World Council of

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ARMY HISTORIAN REVIVES 
1951 ANTI-MacARTHUR SMEAR 


Editor’s Note: This is a continuation of last week’s WEEKLY CRU-

(7) ‘A new note of more official character 
entered in the intelligence clamor on 3d Octo- 
ber. Chou-En-Lai summoned the Indian Am- 
bassador, Sardar K. M. Panikkar, and told him 
if U.N. forces crossed the 38th parallel, China 
would send troops to defend North Korea .. .” 


Comment: So both Washington and MacArthur 
knew of Chinese “intentions.” The surprise element is 
thus vanishing. This completely negates the Truman- 
MacArthur talks on Wake Island. 


(8) “. .. On 5th October, F.E.C. intelli- 
gence listed as a number one priority in enemy 
capabilities ‘reinforcement by Soviet satellite 
China.’ But this estimate did not long remain 
in first priority. It dropped. On 14 Oct., it 
again raised reinforcement of North Korea to 
first priority. There it remained during the 
Wake Island Conference .. .” 


Comment: This is Mr. Falk’s evaluation, the as- 
sistant who made “digests” for Appleman. This is his 
“opinion” on priorities. It cannot possibly erase the 
existence of our printed reports, personally edited by me 
every night, the responsible G-2 whom Appleman failed 
to interrogate or contact, at any time, in his post-mortem 
historical investigation, though we both lived in the 
Same city. 

(9) “The D.L.S. for Oct. 14th (day before 
MacArthur-Truman conversation) carried a 
lengthy analysis and ‘presumably represented 
the official view of Maj. Gen. Charles A. Wil- 
loughby, the F.E.C. G-2. This estimate accepted 
a total strength of 38 Chinese divisions in nine 
armies (Corps) in Manchuria. It expressed the 
view that Russia would find it convenient and 
economical to stay out of the conflict and let 
the Chinese provide the troops. It went on to 
say that the interest of all intelligence agencies 


was focussed on the ‘elusive Lin Piao’ and the 
Yalu River...” 


. Declarations by Chinese leaders threat- 
ening to enter North Korea are probably in the 
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category of diplomatic blackmail . . . beyond 
the purview of (field) intelligence: it is a de- 
cision for war on the highest level, i.e., the 
Kremlin and Peiping. However, the numerical 
and troop potential in Manchuria is a fait- 
accompli. A total of 24 divisions are disposed 
along the Yalu River at crossing points . . . the 
grouping in the vicinity of Antung is the most 
immediately available force, astride a suitable 
road-net for deployment southward . . .” 


Comment: Appleman supplied italics (for the black- 
mail item). Why did he not also supply italics (for 
emphasis) for the Chinese divisions, in position of readi- 
ness, along the Yalu — the fait accompli of 24 enemy 
divisions? Appleman then plays his “ace,” the Mac- 
Arthur-Truman conversation on W ake Island, Oct. 15th 
— though no amount of conversation could diminish 
the number of Red divisions crowded in the sanctuary 
of Manchuria or wipe away the fait accompli of river 
crossings held in overwhelming strength. 


(10) “. . . The conference between the 
President, General MacArthur and selected ad- 
visers .. . most of the talk concerned plans for 
the rehabilitation of Korea . . . In response to 
President Truman’s question “What are the 
chances for Chinese or Soviet interference,” 
notes of the conference indicate that MacArthur 
replied: “Very little . . . the Chinese have 
300,000 men in Manchuria 10/200,- 
000 are distributed along the Yalu River .. . 
we have bases for our air force in Korea. If 
the Chinese tried to get down to Pyongyang 
there would be greatest slaughter .. .’ ” 


Comment: Substance of statements, compiled by 
General Omar N. Bradley from “notes kept by the con- 
ferees from Washington.”

“We had publicly announced our national 
objectives as the clearing of North Korea and 
unification of the country, and such objectives 
could and should have been achieved quite re- 
gardless of any military intervention by others, 
especially as we then had the power to achieve 
them against any nation or combination of na- 
tions on earth.

DEPLOYMENT OF CHINESE ARMIES: 
FROM CANTON TO THE YALU 


The northward displacement of Chinese Regular 
Army units beginning with August 1950, from South 
and Central China was reported as soon as information 
came in, thru Chiang-Kai-Shek’s agents on the main- 
land and certain cryptographic and diplomatic frag- 
mentary data became available. The “source” is irrele- 
vant; the point is— was this information made of 
record in Washington, in Tokyo, and distributed to 
commanders in the Corps and Division level? It was — 
and the long-established (1941) medium was the 
"Daily Intelligence Summary” (D.LS.), a paper bound 
daily publication, mimeo processed, which time-con- 
scious Major Appleman preferred to have “boiled 
down” by one of his assistants. We have already fur- 
nished sample pages from the D.IS.. We also 
have on file maps showing main-land locations of 
the Chinese Third and Fourth Field Armies, the 
cream of the crop, which eventually fought in North 
Korea. Their progress toward Manchuria and the Yalu 
was reported by me in unbroken succession and with a 
sense of increasing urgency, viz: 


D.LS. 2849 June 28/50: “The possibility exists 
that N. Korea may receive reinforcements 
from Chinese Communist Forces.” 


D.1.S. 2856 July 5/50: “Early contingents of 
Chinese Communists of Korean nationality 
have been integrated in the Ked N.K. Army. 
Hereafter . . . these units will be employed 
intact and retain their identity.” 


D.LS. 2859 July 8/50: “. . . Intervention (in 
Korea) can be expected should Mao-Tse Tung 
believe the situation favorable for decisive 
action...” 


D.LS. 2888 Aug. 6/50: “South Chinese Party 
official announced that if North Korea is 
invaded (by the U.N.) the Chinese would of- 
fer N.K. whatever assistance is needed .. .”” 


D.LS. 2913 Aug. 31/50: “Report on troop 
movements from central China to Manchuria 
over a considerable period.” See facsimile of

D.1.S. 2921 Sept. 8/50: “If N.K. forces are un- 
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successful in driving the U.N. from Korea, 
General Lin Piao’s Fourth Field Army will 
be committed.” 


2937 Sept. 24/50: “Indications that 
Communist troops on the Korean border 
moving South into Korea.” 


D.LS. 2948 Oct. 4/50: “Build-up of Chinese 
Forces along the Korea-Manchurian border. 
Massing at Antung and other Yalu crossings 
conclusive.” 


D.1.S. 2963 Oct. 20/50: “Intervention is a de- 
cision for war on the highest level, i.e., the 
Kremlin and Peiping — However, the nu- 
merical and troop potential in Manchuria is a 
fait accompli. A total of 24 divisions are dis- 
posed along the Yalu river . . . the capacity 
for crossing at Antung or north (therefore ) 
is not questionable.” 


D.1.S. 2974 Oct. 31/50: “Indications that some 
of the units disposed along the Yalu had al- 
ready crossed the border and were then in 
Korea.” 


After the first capture of Chinese troops, Tokyo re- 
moved the problem of Chinese intervention from the 
“realm of the academic” to a serious, proximate threat. 
Although “piecemeal commitment” for limited purposes 
was possible, Tokyo warned of not losing sight of the 
maximum potential of the Chinese Reds, i.e., a prompt 
commitment of 29 of the 44 Divisions then identified 
along the Yalu. On 3d November the Communist 
Order of Battle in Manchuria was shown in great detail. 
See facsimile page of D.I.S. 2977, reproduced previ- 
ously. 


DEPLOYMENT OF CHINESE ARMIES: 
OPERATIONS IN NORTH KOREA 


At this point, I quote from “briefings” to the Press, 
in the critical period. “Identifications” based on actual 
captures and interrogation of Chinese soldiers merely 
“confirmed” what previous D.I.S. had currently “fore- 
cast.” I accept full historical responsibility for the 
wordings of these “Daily Intelligence Summaries;” they 
were mimeo reproduced during the night, in order to 
be on General MacArthur's desk in the morning with 
airmail distribution to other Command posts. Em- 
phatically, this was not the product (as Appleman be- 
lieved) of “indifferent Clerks transcribing a minimum 
of messages...” 


NOV. 1: The initial entry began in October 
via Yalu River crossing points and continued 
slowly throughout November. Along the Yalu 
River, eleven (11) Chinese Armies, i.e., Corps 
of three divisions each were stationed poised 
for action, in a position of readiness. This rep- 
resents 33 Divisions, approximately 10,000 men 
each, with an infantry component of 6/8,000. 


NOV. 25: Under the cover designation of 
“volunteer” forces, three Red Corps had been 
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identified and more were suspected. The U.S. 
Eighth Army, with four (4) ROK divisions and 
four (4) American Divisions were engaged in 
probing attacks along the Sinanju-Kunuri front. 
On that date six Chinese Corps, or 18 Divisions 
were in partial deployment, West to East from 
Chongju to Tokchon. They took extraordinary 
care not to disclose their positions; reinforce- 
ments were coming in from the Yalu (never 
crossed by our planes) at a distance of only 
fifty miles. 


This broad deployment lent itself to a wide 
envelopment. When the East (Korean) flank 
of the U.N. Forces broke, the 40th, 38th and 
42d Chinese Corps were in a position to move 
South and West and pin the Eighth Army against 
the seashore and destroy it piece-meal. 


The probing attack on the Eighth Army (a 
reconnaissance-in-force) in that period, dis- 
closed the full extent of the Chinese commit- 
ments, in a superiority of 8 U.N. Divs. to 18 Red 
Divs., without counting the rehabilitated I, II 
and III N.K. Corps with an additional 9 Red 
Divs. to enter the picture later on. 


DEC. 12: The U.S. Eighth Army promptly 
fell back successively, while the Xth US Corps 
was fighting a similar action, with a view of 
evacuation its exposed position and rejoin the 
Eighth Army at a later date. 


DEC. 27: The enemy followed slowly in the 
same deployment of six Chinese Corps, always 
with the plan to again envelop the East flank. 
At no time was the U.S. Eighth Army in a posi- 
tion to offer serious opposition until the junc- 
tion with its X Corps; the addition of five (5) 
Divisions would give the combined Eighth Army 
a chance to select a position, fight or resume the 
counter offensive. This was done in February. 
Even then, the discrepancies in total strength 
would continue in favor of the Chinese with the 
entry into action of the rehabilitated NK I, Il 
and III Corps. 


DEC. 27: The U.S. Eighth Army deployed 
generally along the 38th Parallel, with the bulk 
of the American Divisions in the left sector. In 
the meantime, the brilliantly successful evacua- 
tion of the X Corps w.s terminated on Dec. 24th 
and two ROK Divs. were landed on the east 
coast, in the area of the enemy III NK Corps. 
The mass of the Chinese, however, began to 
concentrate on a narrow front, in column of 
divisions, with a view of penetrating in direction 
of Seoul and the potential of a double envelop- 
ment. The attack was anticipated several days 
in advance, as of Jan. 1, when it was actually 
executed. As stated previously, at no time was 
the Eighth Army in a position to stand and fight 
until a junction of the X Corps and the entry 
into action of its 5 additional divisions. Con- 
sequently, the army fell back again to an East- 
West line thru Pyongtaek. 


JAN. 30: Coincidental with the entry into 
action of the X Corps, the Eighth Army noted 
a slackening of enemy resistance in the west 
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sector and evidence of a sideslipping to the east 
of the Chinese forces. As on the Anju-Kunuri 
line on Nov. 24th, the Eighth Army resumed 
the offensive in a closely coordinated attack, 
with limited objectives — but with its East flank 
now strongly secured by the X Corps, which was 
not the case on Nov. 28. This forward movement 
dislocated whatever project the enemy was in 
process of execution. His Western Corps in- 
cluding the I NK were driven northward and 
across the Han River, involving 12 Divs. When 
6 more Divs., deploying to the east, collided 
with the IX and X US Corps, they suffered a 
staggering defeat and by Feb. 20 were in full 
retreat. 


Six Chinese Corps or 18 Divs. have now been 
committed, as well as the rehabilitated V, II and 
III NK Corps, an additional 10 Divs. of lesser 
combat quality. This represents a ratio of 31 
Divs. against 12 combined U.N. Divs. The issue 
here is not necessarily between equipment or 
armament but between infantry; the infantry 
slice per Chinese Div. is close to 7,000. There 
are local instances in which the discrepancies in 
infantry were staggering. On Feb. 14 the 23d 
Inf. with a French Bn. attached stopped the on- 
slaught of the entire 42d Chinese Corps, the 
123d, 124th and 125th Div. In terms of infan- 
try this represents 4 U.N. Bns. against 27 Com- 
munist Bns. and in terms of doughboys, about 
4,000 against 23,000 a ratio of 1:6; at this 
stage of the game, the average U.N. Div. at- 
tempts to hold a frontage, as the crow flies of 
12-15 miles. 


THE YALU AND BERLIN: 
WHAT ARE THE RED INTENTIONS? 


Berlin is a little closer than the Yalu. But already 
precautionary questions are being raised about the 
Kremlin’s real intentions. The boys are getting ready 
“to cover up.” Now the line of demarcation between 
“enemy intentions” and “enemy capabilities” is thin — 
but sharply drawn. Field intelligence can normally ap- 
praise “enemy capabilities,” i.e. strength, direction and 
disposition of his forces. At the Yalu, however, the 
decision if a nation (like Red China) will risk a major 
war (by attacking U.N. contingents) was obviously in 
the diplomatic field. It could hardly be ascertained by 
the infantry patrols of the Eighth Army. 


As to Red “capabilities,” they were progressively 
clarified tracking the Red armies from Canton north- 
ward to the Yalu; the deployment of enemy divisions 
along the Yalu; spotting assembly areas at bridge cross- 
ings, etc. As to when they would cross (the calendar 
date) depended largely on daily aerial observation; un- 
fortunately, that was forbidden by Washington. There 
remained only a “probing action,” a reconnaissance in 
force — which is exactly what MacArthur ordered — 
and found out. We have an identical situation today 
around Berlin and along the NATO front: Denmark

Churches leaders in the United States consider, or pre- 
_ tend to consider, the Russian Orthodox Church leaders 
_as martyrs. They appeal to American church members 
to accept the Russian Orthodox Church and other Com- 
munist controlled churches in the Soviet Union on the 
grounds that they are churches of martyrs who have 

_ suffered under the Communists. 


The true martyrs in the Soviet Union are the Chris- 
tians and Christian leaders who have been true to the 
faith, who have been persecuted, tortured, murdered, 
and driven underground. The true martyrs are not the 
Communist agents running these churches or those 
church leaders who have compromised with the Com- 
munist conspirators to save their own necks. 


During the 1956 visit of Russian Orthodox leader 
Metropolitan Nicolai to our nation, a strong protest 
was made against his visit by the Russian Orthodox 
Church in exile. These, who know by experience, said 
that the Moscow group was “a small group of people 
actively collaborating with the Godless Communist 
government in Russia.” General Willoughby covered 
the facts of this case thoroughly in his excellent article 
entitled “Communism and the Churches” WEEKLY 
CRUSADER Vol. 1 No. 20. 


DEDICATED TO COMMUNIST CAUSE 


The full extent of loyalty to the Communist regime 
shared by leaders of the Russian Orthodox Church was 
expressed by Patriarch Alexei. The Soviet publication 
“Izvestia” of May 12, 1945, reported him as saying 
he would “always thank God that He sent to us wise 
leaders of the country and headed it with its chosen 
leader of genius, Joseph V. Stalin.” On January 1, 
1957, Patriarch Alexei came out in full support of the 
Hungarian massacres by the Soviet Communist leaders. 
He called it “giving aid to the Hungarian people in 
their struggle with the forces disseminating discord.” 


This sounds strangely similar to the brand which is 
applied to all who are fighting and exposing Commun- 
ism here in the U.S. We are the “apostles of discord” 
and troublemakers, according to Communist sympa- 
thizers. Misinformed, brainwashed Americans are con- 

j vinced that militant anti-Communists are the ones to 
be watched instead of the Communist conspiracy, its 
Supporters and dupes, especially its effective supporters 
among the religious hierarchy in this country. 


PERVERTING THE GOSPEL 


The Ecumenical Press Service of January 13, 1961, 
feported on Patriarch Alexei’s New Year’s message in 
Which he supported the Communist conspiracy’s so- 
called peace drive, which in reality means surrender of 
our freedom to international Communism. At that 
time he said:

“All Christians and all church leaders mindful of 
Christ’s commandment must support decidedly the de- 
sire for peace and the peace partisans movement.” This, 
of course, referred to the Communist plot to disarm us. 


During the Korean War, the Russian Orthodox 
Church leaders —that is, the Communist controlled 
leaders — joined in the vicious Communist smear 
against our nation. They accused the United States of 
“inhuman extermination of the peaceful population of 
Korea.” 


A major figure in the long negotiations leading up 
to this application of the Russian Orthodox Church for 
admission to the World Council of Churches was Metro- 
politan Nicolai, an identified agent of the Soviet Secret 
Police. He was formerly in charge of the Foreign Of- 
fice of the Russian Orthodox Church. He was also the 
leader of the tour in the United States of Russian Ortho- 
dox Clergymen in 1956. He met in the Netherlands 
in August 1958 with World Council leaders and an- 
nounced that he would recommend that the Russian 
Orthodox Church unite with the World Council of 
Churches. 


It was Peter Deriabian, a Major General of the 
Soviet Secret Police who defected to the West, who 
identified Metropolitan Nicolai as one of his com- 
panions in the activities of the Communist Secret Po- 
lice. The statements of Metropolitan Nicolai leave no 
question that his first loyalty is to the Soviet slave- 
masters and that he is one of their top propagandists. 
In 1951 he said: 


“Hitler and his servants might well have envied 
General MacArthur and his fellow champions in the 
Korean aggression . . . From the first day of the law- 
less aggression, the American neofascists began a syste- 
matic cannibalistic destruction of the ‘lower’ Korean 
race. What do we see? Cynically violated standards 

. of human morals. Executions without trial . . . 
Dreadful tortures of victims; the cutting off of ears and 
noses, breasts, putting out of eyes, the breaking of arms 
and legs, the crucifixion of patriots, the burial alive in 
communal graves of women with children at their 
breasts, etc... . children, born in prison, were trampled 
by the soldier’s boots in front of the mother, and then 
the mother was killed . . .” 


To any informed American, it would seem 
that Metropolitan Nicolai was protesting the 
slaughter and torture of Christians in Commun- 
ist held lands. Such atrocities have been docu- 
mented by numerous reliable witnesses who 
have fled the tyranny of Communist domination 
and have miraculously lived to tell their harrow- 
ing tale. But this Soviet Secret Police agent was 
seeking to divert the attention of the world from 
Soviet atrocities by mouthing cleverly concocted 
lies against the United States. That Metropolitan 
Nicolai, the arch-deceiver and agent of the in- 
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human Communist regime, should be lauded 
and promoted by Eugene Carson Blake and the 
National Council of Churches is without question 
one of the most condemning facts yet to be ex- 
plained by these quasi-ecclesiastical leaders. 


EXPELLEES SPEAK OUT 


Experience is always the best teacher. Those who 
know the Communist tyranny first hand are in the 
best position to suggest a course of action for others. 
During the visit of Nicolai and his fellow Communist 
agents to our country in 1956, the Russian Orthodox 
Church in exile passed a resolution protesting the valid- 
ity of their mission. They said: 


“We must continue to reveal the unspeak- 
able Communist atrocities and crimes to God, 
our suffering mother land, and the world at 
large. Likewise we are warning . . . the United 
States of America which has sheltered us and 
all other nations in whose midst the members 
of our church are residing. We must tell them 
that the contact with the Communist agents, 
under whatever guise they pretend to act, is 
frought with mortal danger of losing the pre- 
cious blessings of freedom which, by the grace 
of God, this great country and other free people 
are enjoying.” 


This warning was also ignored by the Press — the 
same Press which gave much publicity to the Com- 
munist wolves in sheep’s clothing and presented them 
as true men of God. What greater aid could Commun- 
ist propagandists want than for the public opinion- 
forming media of our nation to ignore the protests of 
anti-Communist refugees (those who have lived under 
Communism and who hold no illusions of coexistence 
or peace) while presenting their agents disguised as 
clergymen — just as the Kremlin hypocrites had plan- 
ned? 


The Communist conspiracy objective is to bring the 
American public and the West to the place where we 
accept without reservation the control of churches in 
the Soviet Union and other satellite nations. It is 
frightening to see how the Supreme Court has fostered 
Kremlin control of churches right here in the United 
States. As water wearing away the stone, the Kremlin 
works away at its objectives, aided and abetted by blind 
fools in places of influence within our nation. Unless 
we wake up soon, we shall know from experience, just 
as 1 billion slaves in Russia and other Communist 
satellites know, the true, deceitful, tyrannical and dic- 
tatorial nature of godless Communism.

— Switzerland. We have identified and located every 
Russian and Satellite division. We know their “capa- 
bilities — but do we know their “intentions?” That will 
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be determined in the Kremlin, in the area of diplomacy 
and high-level planning. No one expects Norstad, in 
Fontainebleau or Speidel, the C in C Mid-Europe, to 
fix the time and date of the Berlin attack— _ though 
the Bradleys and the Applemanns expected MacArthur 
in Tokyo to fix the time and date of the Yalu crossings, 
We know this not-so-subtle expectation to be a cold- 
blooded U. N. subterfuge for a reluctance to fight at 
all. So Kennedy went to Vienna to make his own rec- 
connaissance, to explore “intentions” on the highest 
diplomatic level. But I predict that when the Red flood 
spills over Berlin, to rape and loot in the American 
sector — we will again hear the “Monday Morning 
quarterbacks,” the “cocktail strategists” and “Pentagon- 
buck-passers” yelp about “faulty intelligence” and pin 
their own failure to be tactically ready (and we are 
not! ) on some luckless scape goat in Berlin or Heidel- 
berg. 


DEFENSE: THE BERLIN DILEMMA 


Berlin is an isloated military outpost, an island in 
a hostile sea, a fortress with a token garrison. Under 
normal military ratios it is untenable. It is a tethered 
goat made ready for the tiger’s spring. The bait is al- 
most irresistible. Nineteen Soviet garrisons with 400,- 
000 troops directly encircle Berlin. Combat-ready 
Fighters and Fighterbombers of the Red Air Force are 
based on ten military airfields in the vicinity of Berlin. 
Twenty (20) Divisions, some of them highly mobile, 
in training or on maneuvers in the Soviet Zone are 
available to the Russian High Command for use against 
the city within a matter of hours. At distances that can 
be covered in a day, Russian armored formations are on 
call on the Baltic Sea, in Saxony and Thuringia. 


The Russian forces are supplemented by East-Ger- 
man formations, in various stages of training and or- 
ganization. Initially, the Red German regime was satis- 
fied with “security forces” i.e., police and borderguards. 
This was the original ‘““Volks-Polizei” or “Vopos.” This 
body is still in existence, equipped far beyond normal 
police duties, but gradually a regular Army emerged, 
the “National People’s Army” (N.V.A.). This is an 
organized, professional Army with veteran “cadres.” 
With a superb feeling for psychological values, the new 
Red Army retained all “Reichswehr’ uniforms and in- 
signias; they did not “ape” Russian uniforms; they re- 
tained a nostalgic fiction and fell heir to a great tradi- 
tion. This Army of six Divisions has ringed Berlin with 
fourteen garrisons in nearby towns like Potsdam, 
Oranienburg and Strasbourg. 


Latest reports from the Soviet Zone indicate that 
N.V.A. Divisions take part habitually in extensive, joint 
atomic maneuvers with the Red Army. In the mean- 
time, the United States are quibbling whether to en- 
trust atomic-arms to their Allies, virtually forcing de 
Gaulle into expensive nuclear armament race. 
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
